feudal significance. A great proprietor 


had to be a friend or enemy of the ban- 
dits, and the bandits developed into 
the dominant power on the island. It 
was a forerunner of the partnership be- 
tween crime and politics in Chicago. 


The system was of long growth and 
it culminated in a score of federations 
of the vast robber unions in Sicily to 


which the name Mafia was applied as 


a generic term. It became the aggre- 


gation of all the criminal classes on 
the island. 
Law Vested in the Individual. 

It was not only the fear of sudden 
death which aided the Mafia in Sicily 
and gave it power, but it was the cus- 
tom in that land of taking the law 
into one’s own hands and making it 
dishonorable to do otherwise. 

Thus under the Mafia, Sicily.became 
one great gangland—the wealthy as- 
sociated with the bandits on a basis 
of mutual protection. The bandits 


preyed on society and levied tribute 


and blackmail, with death the penalty 
for refusal; and, with that as back- 
ground, educated in Mafiaism and 
brought up in these habits of thought 


and living, fleeing criminals trans- 


planted the Mafia to America, where 
its first great growth was in New Or‘ 
leans, and its present main seats of 


activity are Chicago and New York.

CHICAGO NOW 
CENTER OF WIND 
POWER RESEARCH 


* BY HARPER LEECH. 

News of the near helicopter invented 
and successfully navigated by a Span- 
ish aviator recalls that announcement 
was made nearly a year ago that one 
of the American aeril companies had 
perfected such a machine and had 
applied for patents—but nothing has 
teen heard of it since, even during the 
most fevered speculation in aviation 
stocks. 

At the same time it was announced 
that patents had been taken out for 
a moter which operated without a pro- 
peller by ejecting a stream of air back 
of the plane. One of the first steam- 
boat experiments relied on a similar 
principle of ef@cting water at the stern, 
but it was not successful. From the 
original steam turbine to recent ex- 
periments with rocket planes, this 
principle has intrigued inventors 
dealing with power and propulsion 
mechanisms. 

It’s Wind Research Center. 

What effect has the progress of aerody- 
namics, which followed successful avia- 
‘tion, had upon the design of the old re- 
liable friend of man—the windmill? 
Not much according to Chicago authori- 
ties, and this city is a center of wind 
research and one of the windmill com- 
panies also carries on extensive wind 
tunnel studies. 

Two or three windmills have been 
placed on the market with airplane pro- 
pellers substituted for the wheels, which 
were developed in America as substi- 
tutes for the long sails of the European 
windmills. These new types are suc- 
cessful, it is said, for small electric 
plants, but not for pumping, which still 
is the main job of the windmill. It is 
an ideal pump now and always has been 
for comparatively light work. The 
windmill as an electric generator was 
long held back by the undesirability of 
its variable speed, when geared to an 
electric generator and now it is handi- 
capped by the cheapness of fuel which 
makes the small gasoline motor prefer- 
able for most jobs. e windmill gen- 
erator like the automobile generator, 
must feed into a battery because of its 
discontinuous operations. 

Battery’s Obvious Limits. 


The battery limits the application of 
wind generated electricity just as the 
battery has limited the electric type of 
automobile. Edison’s efforts at the dawn 
of the automobile age to perfect a new 
kind of battery which would make the 
electric auto dominant over the gas car, 
evidently failed. 

Wind power remains mostly a poten- 
tial power resource, although there is 
enough of it to run the world’s indus- 
tries and wireless power transmission 
would make it cheap power for univer- 
sal use. Seventy-five years ago wind- 
mills constituted 4.26 per cent of the en- 
tire horsepower of our prime movers—

The baby was just walking well, 
and as she made a lunge toward a kit- 
ten in another child’s arms I heard 
her mother languidly say: She just 
loves cats. We have a four weeks old 
kitten at home and she’s crazy about 
it. She picks it up by the tall and 
swings it around and then lets go of 
. It’s a wonder it’s alive.” 

| 

Of course, that’s entirely thought- 
lessnes® on the mother’s part—allow- 
ing the kitten to be maltreated like 
that. But it doesn’t hurt the kitten 
any the less. And unless you're pre- 
pared to be on guard constantly it’s 
better not to have a little kitten for 
so young a child—nor a young puppy 
—or rabbit—or any other tender 
young pet. 

For, after all, children of all ages, 
no matter how much they love ani- 
mals, have to be taught how to handle 
and care for them. It is difficult to 
teach this to an almost-baby. 

Dogs and cats and turtles and 
guinea pigs and white mice all can be 


, handled and petted so that .they are 


not hurt by it, and even like it. 
Learning to do this and learning also 
to let them alone is not only fair to 
the animals but is a fine lesson in 
imagination and self-control for a 
child. 


It a child really likes to have pets 
around 1 think it is wise to see that 
he has something to do with the care 
of them. At. first it may be only a 
little thing like seeing that they al- 


ways have fresh water. Then you can 


graduate them into full charge with 
only a very occasional reminder from 
you. 

It is interesting to see how a girl 
or boy will develop a real sense of 
responsibility and protective care 
toward her or his pets from knowing 
and observing certain little regula- 
tions that mean health and comfort 
to them. But don’t expect too much 
of too young a child, and then have 
to nag or scold him into a task too 
hard for him.

During the pre-hallowe’en season 
is the time to work a bit of shenanizgan 
on bulbs in order to get midwinter 
bloms. Crocuses, grape hyacinths, 
scillas and snowdrops are susceptible 
to the trickery now being employed 
by indoor plant growers who allow the 
bulbs to freeze outdoors in the early 
part of winter and then bring them 
inside tq bloom. The bulbs act as if 
winter is over and it is time to open 
their flowers as they do in the spring. 
The temperature of the bulbs must be 
raised gradually or they will decay. 

One of the easiest ways to force 
bulbs for blossoms in the extreme 
cold part of winter when everything 
8 dead outdoors, is to plant from four 
to six of them in a five inch pot. To 
get a well established root system on 
the bulbs before the tops come out 
above the surface to bloom indoors 
use a well drained garden soil in the 

cover the bulbs so thi e tops 
a immediately under the surface 
of the soil in the pots. The get them 
in a protected, shady place optdoors, 
nd see that the soil does not become 


too dry. Leave them outside until 
after the bulbs have been wé frozen. 
Bring them in the house, iw out 


the soil and the bulbs gradually. Then 
keep the pot in a window, where the 
sun will strike the soil several hours 
each day. This gives the tops a chance 
to grow. When the plants start to 
bloom and during the blooming period 


they do best where the temperature 


is relatively low and where they are 
kept in little if any direct sunlight.

Since most of us have so little stor- 
age room, we welcome space saving 
devices, and it saves space because it 
saves cans to put up part of our to- 
matos as follows: Wash, scald, cold 
dip, peel and put to cook without any 


jj; water any amount of tomatoes you 


choose, but the smaller amounts are 


always easier to handle and so the 


work need not be wearisome. Crush 
a few of the tomatoes at the start, 
and cook until the juice is wholly 
reléased from the pulp. The cooking 
should be gentle and the only liquid 
needed you > have with the crushed 
tomatoes, 

Drain off the juice through a jelly 
bag and can it for soups and other 
uses, as you would the whole cooked 
tomato, so easy to can because it has 
the acid. Sterile cans, caps that fit 
perfectly, reliable rubbers, the juice 
boiling hot and sealed on the minute 
are essential. Always one may
